I had been prompting R. Tirana to shift up 5 due to 
previous assumption that the QRM was coming from another station, 
China on 9850, instead of from the same station. It took this long to 
change, shortly after I explained that it would not make any 
difference to do so. However, 9855 is no worse than 9850, so might as 
well stay there now (unless this was just an overlooked QSY from 9855 
as used earlier for Albanian at 23-24). 


9850, May 13 at 0132, R. Tirana is back on original frequency for 
English to North America, after switch to 9855 on May 10 UT (not on 
air May 11, and not checked May 12). Nothing on 9855, but very poor 
propagation on 9850 and I want to positive it’s RT so retune at 0156 
to hear RT closing IS.

Russian military radio-electronic warfare specialists will conduct 
radio countermeasures against a simulated enemy during drills in 
Armenian mountains, the press-office of Russiais Southern Military 
District reported Tuesday, according to Sputnik. 


"The training of new specialists in radio-electronic warfare started 
at the Russian military base of the Southern Military District in the 
Republic of Armenia. During the drills, new recruits will exercise 
countermeasures against radio networks of a simulated enemy," the 
report read. 


During the three day exercise, participants will undergo a special 
course on Russian advanced military equipment, its capabilities and 
operating procedures in extreme conditions in the high mountain 
region, at an elevation of more than 2,000 meters above the sea level. 
Servicemen will also conduct practical tasks, including deployment of 
radio jamming stations and analysis of gathered information. Finally, 
they will practice radio countermeasures to disrupt simulated enemyis 
communication networks. 


"During the drills, servicemen will search for over 2,000 cellular and 
satellite signals within a radius of 30 kilometers. They will have to 
locate and jam them with automatic jamming stations," the district 
said.

iSeems to me from memory that PJBis Tower of Power on 800 eventually 
led to 1YZ moving to 860 sometime in late 1965 or early 1966. I donit 
recall it happening while I was working there in 664 and 665. My 860 
QSL is dated for reception in Sept 666. My PJB QSL folder is dated for 
reception in mid-April 1966 so possibly the NZBC switch was early in 
the year. Andy McQueen and myself were invited to a pep talk of some 
sort when a bigwig from Bonaire visited Hamilton some time around 
those yearsi (Theo Donnelly via DX Dialog via May New Zealand DX Times 
via DXLD) 


I have a QSL for 1YZ, Rotorua, on 800 kHz for reception on 19 May 1965 
and a QSL for 1YZ on 860 for reception on 28 February 1967. My QSL for 
PJB on 800 kHz is for reception on 22 May 1965. So I guess there was 
probably a period of time when both 1YZ and PJB were co-channel on 800 
kHz. My notes in my logbook says that reception of PJB was fair in 
Spanish and mixed with 5RM. No mention of 1YZ being co-channel (Dene 
Lynneberg via DX Dialog Yahoo Group via May New Zealand DX Times via

VOA has additional shortwave and FM broadcasts in Kirundi, 
Kinyarwanda, Kiswahili, French, and English with an expanded call-in 
show, more reporting from the ground, and new drive-time newscasts. 


"At this critical moment for democracy in Burundi, we are stepping up 
to keep our audiences informed," says VOA Director David Ensor. 
"Voters deserve to know what is going on with presidential elections 
just one month away." 


The African Union and the United States say the Nkurunziza candidacy 
violates a regional peace deal that ended civil war in 2005. U.S. 
Secretary of State John Kerry says the president's move "flies 
directly in the face of the constitution of his country." 


President Nkurunziza says he is exempt from the two-term limit because 
his first term was chosen by parliament. 


VOA is one of the last remaining sources of news in Burundi after 
authorities blocked access to social media, closed Radio Publique 
Africane, and suspended relay transmissions for two other 
independently owned stations -- Bonesha FM and Isanganiro. 


The Committee to Protect Journalists condemns this harassment and says 
the Nkurunziza government is "blatantly trying to gag" coverage of its 
opponents. 


VOA is adding reporters in Burundi and Rwanda along with additional 
staff in Washington D.C., where its U.S. government-funded 
transmissions originate.

WASHINGTON, D.C., May 13, 2015 -- Voice of America is leading 
international coverage of the political upheaval in Burundi with on- 
the-scene reporting and new programming in Kirundi, Kinyarwanda, 
French, Swahili, and English. 


VOA East Africa Correspondent Gabe Joselow reported from the streets 
of Burundi's capital early Wednesday amid reports of a coup against 
President Pierre Nkurunziza. He filmed thousands of people cheering 
President Nkurunziza's apparent ouster, but also cautioned that their 
celebrations may be premature as the depth of military support for 
coup leader General Godefroid Niyombare was unclear. 


VOA's Central Africa Service broadcast General Niyombare's statement 
claiming power and balanced it with an interview with President 
Nkurunziza's Interior Minister Edouard Nduwimana, who said the coup 
had failed and the president was on his way back to Bujumbura. VOA 
reporters in Burundi provided live updates on the standoff outside the 
national radio station along with a series of interviews with 
protesters. 


The Central Africa Service broadcast White House Press Secretary Josh 
Earnest's call for all sides to end the violence and his pronouncement 
that the Obama administration continues to recognize President 
Nkurunziza. The Service also spoke to opposition politician Hussein 
Radjab and George Mason University professor Elavie Ndura while 
profiling General Niyombare and his objection to President Nkurunziza 
running for a third term. 


VOA's Swahili Service reported from Dar es Salaam, where President 
Nkurunziza was scheduled to meet with regional leaders to discuss 
Burundi's political crisis. Swahili carried a statement from Tanzanian 
President Jakaya Kikwete condemning the coup and calling for a 
postponement of next month's vote. The service also interviewed 
Burundian opposition politician Agathon Rwasa, who backed removing the 
president but objected to military rule. 


VOA's French-to-Africa Service preempted regular programming to focus 
on the crisis in Burundi. The English-language television show Africa 
54 led with original Joselow reporting from Bujumbura and an on-set 
interview with Professor Ndura. 


The political upheaval follows President Nkurunziza's decision to run 
for re-election, which his opponents say violates a regional peace 
accord limiting the president to two terms. President Nkurunziza says 
he is not bound by those limits because parliament voted him to his 
first term. 


As clashes between police and anti-government protesters increased, 
VOA this week began boosting broadcasts to Burundi, adding shortwave 
and FM broadcasts in Kirundi, Kinyarwanda, Kiswahili, French, and 
English. VOA is now able to provide more reporting from the ground, 
new drive-time newscasts, and an expanded call-in show. 


"The uncertainty of the situation in Burundi following the coup 
attempt makes accurate reporting even more essential," says VOA 
Director David Ensor. "Our coverage played a vital role before these 
events, and it is even more important now to help keep our audiences 
informed."

The new administration should immediately find the faces and voices 
that express the new ERT, leaving behind the period of Memoranda, and 
outdated perceptions. Certainly the work will be done with limited 
resources as ERT continues to pay part of the budget of the state 
public debt - another element along with that was profitable, which 
"forget" the celebrator "black" 


The next stage will be the restructuring of the organization and the 
work of the ERT by streamlining structures and allocation of 
personnel, and integrating functions of the period of self- 
organization that proved to have worked in practice.

IS established the broadcasts to spread radicalism and propaganda 
against the Kurdish Peshmerga and Iraqi security forces. The KRG has 
jammed the station in the Kurdistan Region.

A Czech politician, who declared himself president of a tiny nation 
established on what he claims is a 2.7-square-mile "no man's land" 
along the Danube River, was arrested Saturday by Croatian authorities 
who said he and his self-styled fellow founding fathers of Liberland 
are trespassing. 


Croatian authorities could not be reached for comment to confixm the 
arrest of VIt Jedlicka, a libertarian politician from the Czech 
Republic. A group calling itself the Liberland Press Association, 
which has spoken in the past for Jedlicka, made the announcement in a 
statement emailed to FoxNews.com. 


iThe president of the self-proclaimed micro-nation of the Free 
Republic of Liberland, VIt Jedlicka, has been arrested by Croatian 
police for illegally trespassing an international border,i read the 
statement. iThe arrest may have taken place on no manis land 
territory. This would raise issues on the Croatian-Serbian border and 
could start a new crisis in the Balkans.i 


On May 2, Jedlicka and the rest of his cabinet declared Liberation Day 
for Liberland, inviting new citizens to gather in nearby Serbia to 
enter the purported "micro-nation" by boat via the Danube. The 
circumstances of Jedlickais arrest or where he may be being held were 
unclear. 


Jedlickais supporters added that the arrest was unjustified and 
possibly illegal, saying he never actually crossed the Croatian border 
into the disputed territory. 


They also maintain that neither Croatia nor Serbia claimed the land to 
be within their borders following the 2003 dissolution of Yugoslavia. 


Officials from Croatia have maintained that they do not take the 
claims of the new nation seriously. 


iThe Croatian Ministry of Foreign and European Affairs does not 
consider claims about so-called 6éLiberlandi as in any way credible,i 
officials for the Croatian Embassy in Washington D.C. said ina 
previous statement to FoxNews.com. iRather, it sees them as what they 


are f virtual witticism, and for those, we have no further comments to 
make.i 


Embassy officials did not immediately return requests for comment 
regarding confirmation of the arrest. 


Jedlicka originally formed Liberland in April, saying he was 
frustrated by high taxes and intrusive government in his own nation. 
He claims to have researched unclaimed land and found an unspoken-for 
sliver where he maintains international law allowed him to stake a 
claim. 


More than 300,000 people from around the world have applied for 
citizenship in Liberland, according to Jedlicka. They have been 
approved, even though most will never live in -- or never set foot in 
-- Liberland.

Even then this is IDable material 
now: this is XEZ-3. The Cerro del Zamorano repeater was turned on in 
1956 (as I learned while preparing a summary of television history in 


Guadalajara...believe it or not that was the closest TV station to 
Guadalajara for several years) and would have been one of the first 
major relayers in Mexico. It was also the first channel 3 in the 
country. 


I'm not quite sure where this DXer was in Arizona, but he would have 
had to fight over KTVK-3 Phoenix (signed on 1955) to get it. From 
Cerro del Zamorano to Phoenix is 1,110 miles, 1,020 from Tucson.

Ruh-roh, Refrendo! In Mexican legal parlance a "refrendo" is an 
endorsement of something. In telecommunications, it's basically an 
extension of a station's concession or permit. 


Well, a bunch of stations that didn't get their Rs tied up disappeared 
from the April list, and we missed it because of all the new digital 
applications! 


We knew that the two unbuilt transmitters of the Campeche state 
network were goners. What we didn't know is that more state networks 
dropped the ax and cut transmitters. The Oaxaca state network chopped 
9 transmitters off the list. It had already slimmed down a good bit 
but this brings it down to 22. Puebla cut its Zacatl-n transmitter and 
the Edomex network pulled out of Tejupilco de Hidalgo. 


A major red flag can be raised in Quintana Roo, where all but one 
station in the state network has vanished from the books! I have no 
idea what is going on here, but only the Felipe Carrillo Puerto 
transmitter, itself bearing the dreaded R at the end of its row in the 
table, is left. I think these are still on, but the fact that there 
was demand for new (read: not existing) digital television stations on 
behalf of the federal government that resulted in the 12-station 
package added to the 2015 frequency bandplan makes me wonder if the 
IPN wants to operate its own transmitters in QR. 


An additional station is off the books, XHARJ-22 Arandas, Jalisco, a 
very special local station that may have just gone back to being 
cable-only after 15 or so years. The page gives no hints of any 
changes, but the permit did need renewal. 


I have to wonder if these are state networks that are shrinking to 
avoid digital conversion costs in small localities. The cuts of XHTEJ 
and XHPZL actually leave both state networks as all-digital/digital- 
parity operations. 


EDIT: Wanted to clear up something here too. 


The IPN is a dependency of the Federal Executive Power, because it 
falls under the SEP (the education secretary). There are available new 
public use television allocations for such dependencies in the 2015 
Bandplan Usage Program:

[and non] Mexico's aggressive use of VHF drop-ins has led to most 
cities in interior Mexico (border cities are obviously exceptions) 
having five, six or even seven stations on the VHF band. Meanwhile, 
there was no analog UHF television service (not including shadows) in 
10 of Mexico's 32 political divisions. 


In the US the FCC only ever did four of the many possible VHF drop- 
ins: Knoxville (8), Johnstown PA (8), Charleston WV (11), Salt Lake 
City (13). That said, many more were possible. Imagine a channel 4 in 
Albany, a 10 in Cleveland, up to five Vs in Fresno or a channel 12 in 
the Bay Area. (Some of these would have been game changers, especially 
in the one-V markets like Evansville or the no-Vs like South Bend). 


A policy of VHF drop-ins requires lower ERPs for television stations, 
and Mexico has them in spades. The really high-powered stations are 
either in major metros, or scattered around the country on certain 
major market UHFs. (XHMOW will, uh, MOW you over at 3,819 kW!) 


There may have been a few more, in other years. Mount Vernon, IL (13) 
was considered to be a "drop-in" not due to short-spacing, rather 
because it was not positioned to serve any one distinct "television 
market". Albany and Newark (13) were short-spaced. WZZM (13) was 
licensed to Grand Rapids, MI, but was quite close to Rockford, IL, and 


thus WZZMs transmitter was quite a distance north of GR. To place WZZM 
there, they made WWTV in Cadillac move from channel 13 to channel 92z, 
on the same offset as 9 in Wausau (a zero-beat dogfight in the summer) 


I think the topography of Mexico may support its short-spacing. 

Most of Mexico (or, at least, of the heavily-populated areas of it) is 
somewhat mountainous. Any two cities about 100km apart are likely to 
have a high mountain or ridge between them. If both these cities have 
a TV transmitter on the same channel, the mountain protects each from 
the other's interference, and the stations interfere with each other 
only on the mountain. 


Putting 100 kW omnidirectional channel 4s in Detroit and Toledo would 
cause bedlam. 


Now, Fresno could have shared all of the same channels 2-4-5-7-9-11 
with San Francisco/San JosE, but the FCC was likely determined to have 
their distance separation rules followed to the letter, lest other 
markets want short-spacing as well. It may also have been an issue of 
research to see if people would really be happy with UHF-only TV if 
there were no competition from VHF stations (in fact, Fresno had a VHF 
channel 12 and a CP for a VHF channel 10 that were forced to move to 
UHF, leaving VHF channels vacant. Fresno was a great place to be a E- 
skip TV DXer). (Robert Grant, Engineer, Fingerboard Corners & Warmley 
R.R., May 9, ibid.) 


I know how Fresno was de-intermixed, but I was looking at this older 
document that showed just how many VHF drop-ins were likely. 


Your point about topography is a good one. A lot of the central US and 
the coastal regions 6 in other words, the population centers where 
cities are that closely spaced 6 is flat. It's really only in the 
western US 6 and parts of far southeastern, northwestern and northern 
Mexico 6 where things flatten out (Raymie, May 9, ibid.) 


Among the largest metro areas where I have had zero word on commercial 
television stations is Tapachula, in Chiapas. Almost on the Guatemalan 
border, the municipality has 320,000 residents and is Mexico's 
southernmost large city. 


Until now all I knew is that the OPMA/SPR station, XHOPTP-27/42.x, was 
the only digital known, though XHGK-4 (TDT 28) and as of April XHTAA-2 
(TDT 41) have authorizations alongside Azteca. 


Someone in Tapachula posted to the forum and said that they have 
almost all the digital stations. In fact all that's missing is the 
state network, which means that there are yet two more Televisa 
stations without listed authorizations but on the air in digital. 


We also learned another Colima station signed on; only two stations 
are completely missing in digital (XHMAW, XHIOC) though some shadows 
are needed as well. 


It's also worth noting that as of the April list Azteca now lists all 
of its digital stations nationwide as being built. Certainly we have 
passed critical mass, and if true it would mean that some areas would 
actually have digital parity. (Zacatecas springs to mind.) 


Also, XHRCG-7, the last Saltillo proper station not to make it to 
digital, is expected this month. One XHRCG personality noted on 
Twitter that they expect to get on the air within May. Apparently they 
have everything ready to go HD except the transmitter and all internal 
production is being done in the format. 


Last edited by Raymie; 05-11-2015 at 12:12 AM. (Raymie, ibid.) 
Saltillo keeps checking off its boxes: 


Shadow XHX-9? Last week. 
XHRCG-7? Likely to air this month. 
Shadow XHAW-11? Signed on today. 


This is a special shadow because it has neither the same RF as its 
parent or the same VC number as its analog counterpart: it is instead 
channel 50 (12.x), with a noncompliant RF (which was expected of 
course, but the FCC database actually anticipated channel 51) and the 
virtual channel number from Monterrey. It even has subchannels: it is 
carrying XHAW on 12.1 plus 12.4 which is the main feed of XHSAW (which 
is the only Mexican TV station to share a major channel number with 
another). Channel 50 was actually an unused analog allotment to 
Saltillo (see: FCC, the presence of channel 44) and would have 
otherwise been used for the fourth new national network (Cadena Tres 
received the 26 allotment). ERP is likely somewhere between 12 and 20 
kW; the FCC XHAW-TDT-51 application lists 12.25 kW and the "XHAW-DT"- 
25 application has 20. I would not be surprised if 50 is a temporary 
assignment until XHSTC shuts off its analog signal. 


The only real mystery left is shadow XEFB-2 (XHCNL-2), and honestly 
it's been a mystery for a decade anyway! If they solve their mystery, 
we could be talking a Saltillo shutdown in the fairly near future... 


EDIT: XHAW just slid up from 50 to 51 today, which makes more sense 
and fits the FCC-listed authorization. Last edited by Raymie; 05-12- 
2015 at 05:02 PM. (Raymie, May 11+, ibid.) 


Tampico now has digital parity as XHFW-TDT 26 is back on air. It was 


seen testing a long time ago but it hadn't returned until today, and 
it's also in the IFT list. 


This tropo target may be difficult for Gulf DXers with XHRIO-TDT 26 on 
a similar heading and five times the ERP. It is worth noting that, 
according to the same reports, XHFW analog is now letterboxed! 


Digital parity has happened a lot faster in cities with no state 
network.

Of these 22 cities, just 9 had a state network transmitter in analog. 
(QuerEtaro received a state network in digital in 2012, XHSECE-TDT 50, 
and while the DF government put XHCDM-TDT 21 on air in recent years, 
there was of course XHPTP-34 from the State of Mexico before that.) 


Huajuapan de LeUn, Oax., is excluded because its loss of the state 
network may have come from a nonrenewal and XHHOX-4 probably operated, 
unlike XHCAR. 


Two of the state networks listed here conducted flash-cuts. These are 
the excellent examples of XHCMO and XHPUE. XHMNL counts as being on 


air in digital for the purposes of this analysis. 


Meanwhile, other major cities are close but need the state network to 
sign on before being able to claim digital parity: Campeche Camp., 
Tapachula, Colima, Acapulco, Uruapan Mich., Morelia Mich., Oaxaca 
Oax., Cd. ObregUn, Villahermosa, MErida. Some of these areas would 
likely have analog shutoffs on the books if it were not for lagging 
state networks, particularly Morelia (Raymie, May 13, ibid.) 


The IFT released its First Quarter Report today, and there are some 
TDT stats for us to feast on: 


Of the 716 analog television stations that existed: 

89 are awaiting assignment of their digital channel 

627 have an assigned digital channel... 

29 fully transitioned to digital 

257 digital companions in operation, including two co-channel 
stations 

150 authorized and in the process of installation, including 
13 co-channel stations 

191 in the process of authorization 


455 TDT stations are authorized: 

293 of which are currently operating; 7 direct digital 
permits, 29 all-digital stations and 257 digital companions for 231 
concessions and 26 permits 

Of all authorized stations... 

392 digital companions for 335 concessions and 57 permits 

19 permits 

29 all-digital stations 

15 authorizations for intermittent operation 


These are interesting stats (and are correlated to the update of the 
IFT lists from April 28), but unfortunately the IFT's stats do not 
reflect what is going on at times. The number of digital stations 
operating in Mexico is definitely higher than 293 and has likely 
passed the 300 mark. A good chunk of the "authorized" stations are 
operating at this point (this is Televisa because Azteca has all but 
one of its stations authorized for digital 6 sorry XHPCE), and the 
tidal wave of transmitter sign-ons is finally reaching rural Mexico 
with digital signals. That number of 191 stations currently in 
authorization is probably lower in actuality than might otherwise be 
expected. 


The 89 stations awaiting assignment of a digital channel are 
interesting. As I've said, I expect a fairly decent drop in the number 
of separate television stations in Mexico, not counting the Cadena 
Tres 123-station addition which will begin to come online from 2016. 


Most of this will come from state networks shedding transmitters, 
particularly Oaxaca (which has shed somewhere around 30 transmitters 
from the 52 it once had) and possibly Sonora, and also from the high 
costs of the digital transition to local translator associations, 
Patronatos, etc. In any event, there are far more digital stations, 
both authorized and operating, now than there were when this blog was 
started. This could also be an international coordination concern, 
particularly in northern Mexico where Televisa holds 11 intermittent 
operation authorizations. (There are 15 total: XHPUE Puebla which has 
gone all-digital, XHMNL Monterrey, XHAMO Colima, XHUAD Durango, and 
the rest are all Televisa.) (Raymie, May 14, ibid.)

Son las nueve de la maQana. Sobre una sintonia que mezcla ritmos 
electrUnicos con el canto de un gallo suena la voz del locutor: 


"M’sica, informaciUn, animaciUn. Puedes escucharnos en tu PC, en tu 
Android, en tu Mac, en tu iPhone. En cualquier momento, en cualquier 
parte del mundo, especialmente en Marruecos. Air Du Mboa: la radio de 
la alegria". Con esta promo comienza la emisiUn matinal de Radio Air 
Du Mboa (el aire de mi pueblo, en el dialecto camerunEs de Douala). 


Desde el salUn de su casa, en babuchas, armado con un port-til, un 
micro y una pequeOa mesa de mezclas, Hassan Yemchu mantiene la antena 
durante tres horas, de nueve a doce de la maQana, de lunes a viernes. 


"Los inmigrantes subsaharianos aqui no tienen acceso a los medios de 
comunicaciUn. No se pueden expresar. Por eso decidimos comenzar este 
proyecto", explica Hassan a eldiario.es. Esta web radio fundada por 
tres camerunenes empezU a emitir desde Rabat en 2012. Ahora sUlo 
permanecen en el proyecto Hassan y su socio, Armel Djatche, que se 
encarga de alimentar la web y de la parte tEcnica.

Adem-s de trabajar para su proyecto, del que no obtiene un solo 
dirham, Hassan trabaja como fotUgrafo y c-mara freelance para bodas y 
eventos. Unos meses hay m-s trabajo; otros meses, menos. Tiene 44 aQos 
y llegU hace diez a Marruecos con un historia muy similar a la de 
muchos de sus compatriotas. 


Trabajaba en una empresa de importaciUn-exportaciUn, pero los salarios 
en Camer’n son muy bajos, asi que decidiU salir a buscarse la vida a 
otra parte.

El pasado 6 de febrero, tEcnico y locutor pagaron de su bolsillo el 
desplazamiento a T-nger para cubrir el aniversario de las muertes del 
Tarajal. Se han dejado caer por la feria de agricultura de MeknEs, 
celebrada en abril y han entrevistado al ministro marroqui de 
Agricultura, Aziz Akhannouch. TambiEn hacen videos y seleccionan 
noticias de interEs e informaciones pr-cticas para la comunidad 
inmigrante. 


El programa es un magazine muy variado donde la informaciUn tiene un 
papel importante.

**x RUSSIA. Briefing --- RUSSTAiS PROPAGANDA WAR 
Vladimir Putinis government is engaged in a global Orwellian campaign 
to sow confusion and undermine the West. What is Russia doing? 


Since it annexed Crimea a year ago, Russia has launched an all-out 
disinformation campaign on multiple fronts. State-run international 
news channels and websites such as RT and Sputnik give a pro-Kremlin 
slant to real news stories, and spread outright lies and outlandish 
conspiracy theories. State agencies and private firms employ platoons 
of bloggers who scour Western and Russian news sites for articles 
about Russia or Ukraine and swamp them with pro-Kremlin comments. 
Russian agencies have set up news websites in several East European 
languages. 


The order to create this propaganda campaign, on which the Kremlin 
spends an estimated $600 million a year, came straight from the top: 
President Vladimir Putin said in 2012 that Russia would develop ia 
matrix of tools and methods to reach foreign policy goals without the 
use of arms but by exerting information and other levers of 
influence.i The propaganda is surprisingly successful in sowing 
confusion. iJournalists are taught to report both sides,i said Rick 
Stengel, former managing editor of Time and now a U.S. undersecretary 
of state. iWhen the Kremlin says there are no Russian soldiers in 
Crimea, they have to repeat it. How do you combat someone who just 
makes stuff up?i 


What tools does the Kremlin use? 


One primary tool is the television network RT, which was called Russia 
Today until authorities renamed it to obscure the Russian connection. 
RT has cable and satellite channels in Englishdéincluding RT America, 
which potentially reaches 85 million viewers. It covers current events 
in the U.S., focusing on police brutality, protests, and poverty, but 
it also produces wacky segments investigating whether, for example, 
the CIA created Ebola. 


Few Americans watch RT, and one of its anchors quit after publicly 
disavowing the iliesi that she and others were ordered to tell about 
the conflict in Ukraine. But the web version, RT.com, does have reach. 
It became the first news channel to rack up 1 billion views on 
YouTube. In the past year, the main theme has been the supposed rise 
of neo-Nazi groups and fascism in Ukrainedémaking pro-Russian 


separatists the good guys. 
How are stories faked? 


StopFake, a Ukrainian myth-busting site run by journalism students, 
has documented hundreds of fake photos spread by Russian news sites 
and social media. Peter Pomerantsev, a leading authority on Russian 
propaganda efforts, says that stories alleging that Ukrainian fascist 
gangs, trained by NATO, had murdered children were popping up all over 
these sites in early 2014, when Russia was taking over Crimea and 
fomenting unrest in eastern Ukraine. 


StopFake traced the photos back to their original sources and found 
that some were from past Ukrainian conflicts, some were from crime 
scenes in other countries, and some were actually stills from movies. 
The group also discovered that Russian news shows were using actors to 
play weeping or wounded victims and tell tales of Ukrainian government 
brutality. Russians call this maskirovka, or masqueradedan information 
war to accompany actual war. 


What about East European sites? 


Dozens of pro-Russian news sites have cropped up in the Czech 
Republic, Slovakia, Hungary, and Bulgaria. Fluently written in the 
local languages, the sites carry the same kinds of faked photos and 
articles about supposed Ukrainian fascism as well as skillfully argued 
analyses extolling Russiais benevolent intentions. Czech 
counterintelligence has flagged one of the sites, Aeronet.cz, as ia 
source of dangerous pro-Russian propaganda.i 


Earlier this year, when a NATO convoy passed through Czech territory, 
several of these Czech sites reported that the local population was 
outraged by the incursion of iforeigni troops. In fact, the convoy was 
greeted with Czech throngs waving U.S. flags. 


What do the Kremlinis bloggers do? 


Russia has a 24-hour itroll factoryi in St. Petersburg, where hundreds 
of employees work in 12-hour shifts writing pro-Putin comments on 
Western and Russian news articles, fabricating their own news stories, 
creating and posting satirical videos, and posting tweets and Facebook 
updates from fake profiles. iThey bombard the websites of CNN and the 
BBC,i says one former employee, Marat Burkhard. 


One dayis assignment, he said, was to assert that NATO troops had been 
embedded with Ukrainian forces all along.

FM stereo was introduced in the 1960s. It was the sound revolution of 
the time, but little has happened since FM took over local 
broadcasting. It caused the demise of AM stations and the shortwave 
services of the SABC and LM radio. 


The Southern Africa Digital Broadcasting Association (SADIBA) issued a 
report in 2002 in which it said ito remain commercial attractive, 
radio as a medium will have to deliver improved quality service, 
greater choice, interactivity and multi-media. Digital radio 
technologies must rise to the challenge and deliver the multimedia 
radio of the future.i 


In the document SADIBA made recommendations on the critical aspects to 
be considered in order to allow for the introduction of digital radio 
in South Africa. 


Little seems to have happened since 2002 until last month when the 
subject was extensively discussed at the SADIBA Conference where the 


2002 paper re-emerged and digital radio mondiale (DRM), one of the 
technologies, came into the limelight with international speakers and 
a demonstration of DRM by the BBC transmitting DRM from their 


shortwave relay station on Ascension Island with CD clarity fi no 
noise, no interference. 


Discussing the advantages of DRM, Ruxandra Obreja, head of digital 
radio development at the BBC world service and chairman of the DRM 
Consortium said that DRM and DRM+ have proved to be the obvious choice 
for digital radio. But not everyone would agree with that. 

Let us consider some of the various digital radio technologies 
available. 


IDAB is based on in-band-on channel (IBOC) technology which looks at 
inserting the digital signal within the existing FM and AM channels 
without affecting other FM or AM transmissions. 


FM IBOC is designed to operate in a 200 kHz FM channel allocation. It 
would have been very impractical to introduce FM IBOC into South 
Africa without re-engineering the current FM frequency plan based on 
100 kHz channel. 


According to the 2002 SADIBA paper the most established of all the 
digital radio technologies is the Eureka 147 system. 


The technology is based on an open standard defined in a range of the 
European Telecommunications Standards Institute (ETSI) documents. But 
it requires different frequency bands which in itself is problematic 
given the scarcity of spectrum oin the UHF bands which are demanded by 
satellite communication channels (VSat) and wireless broadband. 


The so-called digital dividend will also not provide the required 
spectrum as that process will take a long time to materialise. 


Obreja believes that DRM and DRM+ is the obvious solution. DRM, the 
acronym for digital radio mondiale, is promoted by a consortium of 
broadcasters, manufacturesi research institutes and stakeholders that 
have endeavoured to work toward a world-standard for digital 
broadcasting in the frequencies initial below 30 MHz, operating on the 
AM and shortwave broadcasting bands. Since the original development 
engineers have moved ahead and DRM+ emerged, the name applied to the 
DRM standard when used on the VHF frequencies. 


iThe initiative to extend DRM began with a vote at the 2005 General 
Assembly to begin the design, verification and testing of the 
parameters needed to allow DRM to operate in the VHF broadcasting 
bands between; primarily band I and band II,i said Obteja [sic]. 


The design process began shortly afterwards and key decisions were 
made to ensure that the extension completely shared the successful 
design philosophy of DRM fA it is iDRM but at higher frequenciesi. 

Its spectrum usage parameters are determined from the internationally 
agreed norms in the FM band (88 to 108 MHz). Therefore it has an 
occupied bandwidth of 96 kHz and a frequency grid of 100 kHz. 


DRM+ provides bit rates from 35 kbps to 185 kbps at SNRs from 2 dB to 
14dB and, like DRM, permits up to four services. It is therefore a 
flexible solution allowing single or small numbers of audio services 
to be broadcast together. 


During the process of gaining endorsement from the ITU for DRMis 
extension to the VHF bands, test results from various field trials 
conducted around the world were submitted. One of the interesting 
trials was carried out in December 2011 by Vatican Radio carrying out 
broadcasting tests of DRM+1 in the VHF band II at 103, MHz. 


The aim of the tests was to verify the performance of DRM+ ina 
difficult interference scenario such as the FM VHF band II in Rome and 
to check the compatibility of the digital technology with existing 
antenna arrays having complex RF coupling systems such as the one 
located in the Vatican. 


The frequency used was assigned to the Vatican in the GE84 Agreement 
and was chosen for two main reasons: it is not used during a few 
timeslots in the morning and it suffers from some strong interference 
coming from stations operating at 103.7 MHz and 104.00 MHz located 
close to Rome. 


The tests were carried out taking into account the normal programme 
schedule. During the tests the digital transmitter was connected to 
the antenna feeder via a changeover, leaving the analogue transmitter 
in stand-by. 


The antenna array is a complex system: four FM transmitters at 
different power levels share the same antenna with elliptical 
polarisation and omni-directional horizontal radiation pattern. The 
results were great. 


Acceptable stereo coverage under mobile reception conditions has been 
verified in areas where predicted field strength is comparable with 44 
dBmV/m and interference is negligible. 


Using the most robust configuration for DRM+, it was possible to 
achieve better coverage in full stereo than an analogue FM signal; the 
overall subjective listening experience was better than that of FM 
interfered with by splashes coming from adjacent stations. 


With South Africais poor performance in changing from analogue to 
digital TV, it may be some time before government will applies its 
mind to take a decision on digital sound radio. 


The first step have however been taken by commercial enterprises. 
Pulpit Radio is conducting a DRM pilot from their transmitting station 
at Kameeldrift near Pretoria. 


The 50 kW transmitter was installed by Broadcom International and made 
history with the first DRM audio broadcast in the Southern African 
region on 1440 kHz AM. 


iThe results were very good. The station was received in Botswane some 
400 km away with CD quality audio,i Obreja said. 


One of the issue is however the availability of receivers but Ruxandra 
Obreja said that experience from elsewhere where DRM was introduced 
local industry began manufacturing. iThis will be a great opportunity 
to grow South Africais electronic manufacturing industry.i 


There is software available to decode the DRM signals using a sound 
card and a dongle is under development that can be used on a laptop or 
even other devices that have a USB port. 


With DRM, the use of medium and shortwave will open up many new radio 
channels. Each DRM channel can carry three radio programmes and one 
data channel requiring very narrow bandwidth of less than 5 kHz. 
Another advantage is that the system is also more energy efficient.

U.S. taxpayer funded Voice of America (VOA) has problems offering 
timely analysis of Kremlin propaganda, such as President Putin's 
latest defense of the Hitler-Stalin Pact which launched World War II. 


To no great surprise, I did not find any Voice of America English News 
(VOA News - voanews.com) reports posted Monday on President Putin 
defending the 1939 Hitler-Stalin Pact. The secret protocol to the 
non-aggression pact between the two dictators led to the outbreak of 
World War II and the attack on Poland and its occupation by Nazi 
Germany and the Soviet Union. The pact also allowed for Soviet 
aggression against Finland, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, and Romania. 


Putin tried to justify the Nazi-Soviet agreement, also referred to as 
the Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact, in his comments during a joint press 
conference with German Chancellor Angela Merkel on Sunday in Moscow. 


I was more surprised that Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty (RFE/RL) 
English language news website (rferl.org) also had nothing Monday on 
Putin's defense of the division of Poland by the two totalitarian 
regimes and Chancellor Merkel's challenge to Putin on his self-serving 
interpretation of history clearly designed to also justify his 
annexation of Crimea. Both VOA and RFE/RL are U.S. funded media 
operations overseen by the federal Broadcasting Board of Governors 
(BBG). 


If U.S. taxpayers are to get something for millions of dollars 

spent each year on VOA and RFE/RL, it should be fact-based, objective 
news reporting and news analysis, which includes exposing and 
explaining lies, distortions, disinformation and propaganda. News must 
also be timely. 


Fortunately, RFE/RL's Russian-language Radio Svoboda did have a 
program discussing in depth Putin's controversial comments about the 
Hitler-Stalin Pact. RFE/RL posted a Russian language transcript 
online. 


RFE/RL's English language news operation is a minor part of RFE/RL's 


overall mission as a surrogate (local) media entity focused on news 
reporting in foreign languages, and not nearly as significant for 
global English-speaking audiences as VOA English News. VOA is the 
official news outlet of the United States. Both, however, should have 
analyzed Putin's comments in English language news reports, with VOA 
providing an additional U.S. perspective. Putin's unrepentant defense 
of both the Hitler-Stalin Pact and the annexation of Crimea should 
have been at least mentioned in a VOA News report about U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry's expected but not yet officially confixrmed 
meeting with Putin in Russia on Tuesday. 


VOA Russian Service simply reported briefly from Moscow on Putin's 
stunning remarks about the Hitler-Stalin Pact. But no U.S. reactions 
or analysis by American historians or other experts of Putin's most 
recent defense of the Soviet 1939 invasion of eastern Poland were 
offered by Voice of America, neither in English nor in Russian. Even 
The Moscow Times had a report describing various attempts by Putin and 
other Russian officials to defend the Nazi-Soviet partition of Poland. 


I searched online for English language news reports about the Putin- 
Merkel news conference and found several U.S. and foreign media 
accounts, including an excellent analysis on bloombergview.com by 
Berlin-based Russian journalist Leonid Bershidsky titled "Why Putin 
Treats Fantasy as History." 


If Bloomberg, a private U.S. media company, can respond quickly to 
Putin propaganda with an excellent analysis by one of its regular 
columnists, why can't the Voice of America which gets about $200 
million annually from U.S. taxpayers do the same? Do executives in 
charge of VOA think that any attempt to expose propaganda 
automatically also qualifies as propaganda? 


I noticed that VOA News is excellent in pointing out each time that 
Moscow denies the presence of any Russian Army troops and equipment in 
eastern Ukraine, but when it comes to balancing such Russian 
government lies, disinformation and propaganda with facts and 
objective analysis, VOA sometimes comes short, and sometimes doesn't 
do anything at all. 


Something is definitely not right at the Voice of America at present, 
well beyond just Russia-related news reporting. A few days ago, VOA 
News speculated in a headline and in an actual news report about a 
likely "ouster" of David Cameron as British prime minister. It did not 
happen as VOA suggested it could, and almost none of the other 
predictions in the VOA report came true. BBC and other major 
international news organizations did not engage in this kind of 
speculation; not even Russia's RT. 


Poor management at the Voice of America is visible to all, including 
its overseas audiences. Some news reports featured on the voanews.com 
homepage have not been updated for several months. Even the VOA Ebola 
news page was not being updated regularly in recent weeks. 


Over the weekend, VOA posted online a video which was presented as a 
reaction to U.S. observances of the 70th anniversary of the end of 
World War II. A current BBG member, a former member and several former 
VOA journalists who have seen the video said privately they were 
stunned it was posted online as a VOA production. 


At least on this story, there were examples of fine reporting by VOA 
staffers, including a short interview with former U.S. Senator Bob 
Dole, a WWII veteran. VOA still has some outstanding reporters filing 
news reports in English and in many foreign languages. But VOA English 
News and voanews.com website operations have been mismanaged and cut 
to the bone. The overall picture that emerges is a taxpayer-funded 
media organization in a state of mission confusion and a managerial 
meltdown. 


At the same time, Voice of America is needed more than ever to respond 
quickly and effectively as a news organization with its own Charter to 
anti-American propaganda from Russia, China, and other countries, as 
well as from groups such as ISIS which advocate violent extremism and 
pose a threat to U.S. security.

Since 1952 HamventionAé has been sponsored by Dayton Amateur Radio 
Association (DARA). For many years it has been the world\is largest 
amateur radio gathering, attracting hams from throughout the 
globe.About 1950, John Willig, W8ACE, had asked the Dayton Amateur 
Radio Association to sponsor a HAM Convention but was turned down. 
John wanted to have a quality affair. Speakers and prizes would be a 
drawing point. John finally found a champion in Frank Schwab, W8YCP 
(W80K), the newly elected president of the club. A meeting was held 
and the DARA Board allocated $100 to get started. The first 
organizational meeting was held in January 1952. 


The Southwestern Ohio Ham-vention was born. The first committee 
consisted of: John Willig, W8ACE, General Chairman Al Dinsmore, W8AUN, 


Arrangements Bob Siff, W8QDI (K4AMG), Prizes and Exhibits Frank 
Schwab, W8YCP (W80K), Publicity Bob Montgomery, W8CUJ, Finance Clem 
Wolford, W8ENH, Program Ellie Haburton, W8GIP (W4ZVW), Womenis 
Committee. The next year the name became iDayton HamventionAi and was 
registered as a trademark. April was determined to be the best time 
but the Biltmore Hotel, in downtown Dayton was booked. March 22 was 
the chosen date, causing a short lead time. How far did $100 go? Not 
far! A 121 TV was raffled off to help raise funds. 


The FCC agreed to give license exams and Phil Rand, W1BDM, a pioneer 
in TVI elimination was on the program. First prize, a Collins 75A2, 
was purchased locally. Hoping for 300 visitors, the committee was 
amazed that over 600 showed up! There were 7 exhibitors and 6 forums. 
The ladies’ program was successful with a luncheon at the Biltmore and 
a trip to a local TV station. In 1955 the Awards Program began with 
the iAmateur of the Year.i 


The Flea Market has grown from 200 to more than 2000 spaces. In 1964 
the HamventionA moved to Hara Arena. Shuttle buses and handicapped 
parking were added in 1969. In 1973 it became a 2 day event with 
Sundays added in 1974. The program has grown to a iSouvenir Programi 
and in 1976 the dimensions changed from 6x9 to the current 8-1/2 x 11 
inches. The growth of the Dayton Hamventioné can be attributed to 
caring, energetic people who enjoy being on a winning team.

90-second Desert-DXPedition report: 


CX were excellent 042815--050215. A LOT of time was wasted on trying 
to get good F/B on D-Kaz 140 x 22's; until we went back to the 
basicsx*x* and THEN it really hummed. Two D-Kaz 140 x 22 in Broadside 
(340-foot separation) produced marvelous results; heard well over a 
hundred stations not previously copied. The real satisfaction was 
hearing stations down the bore-sight of the Broadside while the 
antenna rejected other Co's lots closer but outside of what appeared 
to be a nice, narrowly-focused main beam. 


Experiments with a 1000-foot MW horizontal loop were disappointing 
(likely, at 25 feet, not high enough). A 1000-foot BOG worked as BOGs 
usually do; though F/B nulls were not great. 


Were able to load a 30-foot vertical in such a way as to create a 
fairly-wide "sweet spot" that increased antenna sensitivity without 
creating a sharply-tuned situation. 


At one point we had five antennas up over a few acres of desert and 
did a lot of comparison recording. We also "pre-swept" some antennas 
using a RigExpert Antenna Analyzer. That showed us SWR, Reactance, 
Resistance, Phase etc. 


Then the winds picked up and that precluded our intended comparisons 
among two large Super-Loops and some 6D-Kaz-on-steroidi lengths with 
larger aspect ratios. Those are now goals for the next DXPedition. 


Power this year was provided via solar cells recharging deep-cycle 
batteries that powered our lap-top-charging inverter. (We were doing 
so much construction that we had the down-time for re-charging.) At 
the Ft. Wayne July convention we hope to present a seminar on the 
RIGHT way to power field equipment for continuous, no-charging, low- 
noise operation <g> 


Weill be sorting the data for months. So far we've published a log of 
the Broadside catches (ping me if you want an Excel copy).

IN AUCTION FOR RADIOSHACK NAME, BID STANDS AT $15 MILLION

The auction for bankrupt electronic retailer RadioShack's name and 
customer data will resume on Tuesday with bidding at $15 million, 
according to a lawyer tracking the sale. 


The high bidder is an affiliate of the Standard General hedge fund, 
which acquired 1,740 RadioShack stores in April, according to Adrienne 
Walker of Mintz, Levin, Cohn, Ferris, Glovsky and Popeo. 


The auction for the assets is taking place at the New York offices of 
the Jones Day law firm. 


Walker represents a group of RadioShack's U.S. independent dealers and 
franchisees. They have objected to the sale over concerns about 
whether they could continue to use the RadioShack trademark and 
whether a buyer of the company's customer data will be subject to 
their privacy policies. 


The sale of RadioShack's customer data has also raised concerns about 
privacy, and Texas Attorney General Ken Paxton's office has objected 
to the sale of personally identifiable information. 


Apple Inc joined that effort last week with a filing in U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court in Wilmington, Delaware, that said its reseller 
agreement with RadioShack protects information collected by the 


retailer during sales of Apple products. 


The sale of the RadioShack name and customer data must be approved by 
U.S. Bankruptcy Judge Brendan Shannon. 


RadioShack, forced into Chapter 11 bankruptcy in February by 
competition from online and bricks-and-mortar rivals, won court 
approval in March to sell part of its business to General Wireless, an 
affiliate of the Standard General hedge fund. Most of RadioShack's 
surviving stores will be co-branded with cellular phone provider 
Sprint Corp (S.N). 


The case is In Re: RadioShack Corp, Case No. 15-10197, in U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court, District of Delaware.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 04 - 10 May 2015 


Solar activity ranged from low to high levels during the period. The 
largest and most active regions on the solar disk this period were 
Regions 2335 (S15, L=192, class/area Eac/310 on 04 May) and 2339 
(N13, L=129, class/area Fkc/900 on 08 May). Region 2335 began the 
period reaching its peak in area and magnetic complexity 
(Beta-gamma). On 05 May it produced two M-class flares; an M1 at 
Q5/1425 UTC and an M2 at 05/1724 UTC. By 06 May, Region 2335 was in 


decay and ended the period as a simple Cro spot class with a beta 
magnetic configuration. Region 2339 was in a growth phase since it 
rotated around the NE limb on 05 May. This region was responsible 
for multiple M-class flaring spanning 05-06 May and an impulsive X2 
flare at 05/2211 UTC with an associated Type II radio sweep (1163 
km/s), a 590 sfu Tenflare and a non-Earth directed coronal mass 
ejection (CME) first observed in SOHO/LASCO C2 imagery at 05/2224 
UTC off the NE limb. Solar activity declined to low levels from 
07-10 May. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 04-05 May and at normal levels from 06-10 May. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to minor storm levels 
during the period. The period started off with quiet conditions on 
04 and 05 May under a nominal solar wind regime. At 06/0053 UTC, a 
shock was observed at the ACE satellite associated with a 02 May CME 
that occurred as a result of an 18 degree filament eruption observed 
between 02/1500-1830 UTC. Total field increased to a maximum of 18 
nT at 06/0614 UTC while the Bz component went southward to a maximum 
of -13 nT at 06/1216 UTC. Solar wind speeds increased from 363 km/s 
to around 490 km/s. A geomagnetic sudden impulse was subsequently 
observed at 06/0143 UTC with a 31 nT deviation in the Boulder 
magnetometer. As a result, quiet to minor storm levels were observed 
on 06 May. By late on 06 May and through 07 May, the Bz component 
deflected north and remained so as CME effects diminished. Nominal 
solar wind conditions prevailed through 10 May when the total field 
became enhanced once again. Total field increased to 14 nT with 
prolonged periods of southward Bz. No appreciable increase in solar 
wind speed was observed with this event, however. The geomagnetic 
field was quiet on 07 May, quiet to unsettled on 08 and 09 May and 
quiet to active on 10 May. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 11 MAY - 06 JUNE 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with a chance for 
M-class (R1-R2, Minor-Moderate) flares from 11-18 May as Region 2339 
transits the visible disk and again from 31 May-06 June when Region 
2339 returns. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels with high levels 
possible from 13-18 May and again from 21-23 May due to coronal hole 
high speed stream (CH HSS) activity. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels from 11 through 14 May with periods of minor storming 
(G1-Minor) likely on 12-13 May due to a combination of a co-rotating 
interaction region followed by a CH HSS. Unsettled to active levels 
are also expected from 18-19 May and 02 -@3 June with possible 
periods of minor storming on 18 May due to multiple recurrent CH

The space weather prediction center in Colorado says geomagnetic field

Lowest indices of 8 and 3 or 5 and 2 are expected May 15-17, and 20 
thru June 1. Minor storming maybe on June 2 with A and K of 15 and 4.
